FOETY-SECOND DAY OP 
THE 
SLICKEN8 
CASE IN 
COURT. 


Im portant and Interesting Evidence of 
Witnesses for the Defense—Effects 
of Frosts, Fires, Etc. 


The debris case was resumed at 9:30 a. m. Satur­ 
day, Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
D irect exam ination by W. C. Belcher of L. L. 
Robinson continued. 
Q uestion- W hat am ount of gold have the present 
owners of the Milton and N orth Bloomfield mines 
taken ou t of th eir mines, w hat did their predecessors 
take out, and what still remains in their channels 
to be yet taken out? 
Counsel for the plaintiff objected, and objection 
sustained. 
Mr. Belcher—Then, if it please your Honor, we 
offer to prove by this witness, and expect him to 
testify if allowed, th a t the present owners of these 
mines have taken out $5,000,000 of gold, their pre­ 
decessors took ou t $5,000,000 of gold, and th at there 
rem ains in the channels of their mine9 over $50,­ 
000,000 of gold yet to be taken out. 
W itness described the canals and reservoirs com­ 
prising the w ater system of those and other mines, 
claiming th at the storage of water in w inter and 
the discharging of the same into the stream s daring 
the dry season had a beneficial effect upon the nav­ 
igable stream s of California. 
He enumerated the 
c a uses which induce ratu ral wash, claiming th at 
this natural wa*h is very large, and annually increas­ 
ing. 
The denuding of the mountainous districts 
of tim ber, and frequent and extensive forest fires, 
add very largely to the natural wash. 
When 1 first 
became acquainted with the codntry along the 
Yuba in 1856, there were extensive forest of fine 
timber. 
Now it is all, or nearly all, cut off. 
Some 
of the reservoirs on th at divide are situated at an 
elevation of 7.000 feet, and very many of them more 
tha 6,000 feet. 
When the present owuere of the 
N orth Bloomfield and Milton mines purchased their 
property, the surface had nearly all been washed 
off—in some plac s to a depth of more than a ICO 
feet. 
This was of a looker and much lighter ma­ 
terial than that at present being worked in those 
mines. 
The am ount of displacement by hydraulic 
m ining annually is about 40,000,000 cubic YEirds. 
I 
have examined into this m atter very clo-ely. One 
of the tunnels at the N orth Bloomfield mines is ever 
10,000 feet in length ; waa two years in construction, 
and co.4t many thousand dollars. 
The ravines into 
which those mines dum p are filled to a great depth 
by the coarse debris. The river is also widened and 
filled to a great depth with this m aterial, and it re­ 
mains there to-day intact, and I have every reason 
to believe it will remain there forever. The number 
of mining inches taxes paid 
on by hydraulic 
miners, under the Debris Act, was 9,500,000. 
The 
giants 8nd monitors do not increase the am ount of 
material wash, but save labor. They are a labor sar- 
ing machine. 1 was in the city of Sacramento during 
the flood of 1861 and 1862. 
During th at flood the 
overfluw opposite the cify of Sacramento extended 
to Davisville. 
It was a large sta of water, with con­ 
siderable current. The high waters of the American 
river overflowed the track of the Sacrameuto Valley 
Railroad at Patterson station, and a large white oak 
tree, at least three feet in diameter, was float© l 
across the track at th at point. 
1 have observed 
several floods since, but c«nnot recall dates at pres 
ent. 
Frequently, in the early days, during the time 
I was engaged in constructing the Sacramento Val 
ley Railroad, I had occasion to visit San Francisco, 
and I recollect very well of the difficulty of the 
river navigation at th at time at the Hog’s Back and 
other shoals. The natural wash of Quercus creek, 
a small stream about seven mi es in length, which is 
dry nine m onths in the year, has changed its ch n- 
nel in d.fferent places quite often, and during the 
past four years has deposited upon my laud 2,6C0,- 
uOO cubic yards of m aterial. Mr. Robinson named 
the great num ber of creeks, ravines and gulches 
which pour into San Pablo bay from the agricultural 
distric s and steep slopes contiguous to the bay, and 
slated th a t the natural wash contributed by those 
myriads of stream s was simply immense. 
The fill­ 
ings in th e harbor aud bays, in my opinion, is 
due 
almost 
entirely 
to 
the 
natural wash 
Slickens is the material held in suspension by 
water. 
It should 
more 
prorerly be called 
silt. 
Mr. Robinson traced the debris flow from 
the Cherokee mine, through Sawmill ravine, the 
valley of Deer creek, and thence to the hesd of Butte 
s ough. The tailings are all impounded and the slack­ 
ens caused to be deposited on the soil to such an ex­ 
tent th at the water when it reaches the slough is 
ju st as clear as it was when it first entered through 
ihe pipes in the Cherokee mines. 
Iu this case tha 
m iner is enriched, the farm er is enriched and the 
watt r enters the r ver in all its original purity. 
I 
bare seen deserts reclaimed in the southern portion 
of the Slate by irrigation. 
P nor to the use of water 
for irrigating purposes water could not be obtained 
by the digging of wells. 
Now water can be thus 
obtained in the dLsert regions in great abundance. 
The hydraulic mines in which I am engaged iu could 
not be worked with profit in any otner way except 
by the hydraulic process. They would not pay ex 
penses by the drifting process, but by the hydraulic 
process they would pay very largely. 
Cross exam ination (by Attorney General H art)— 
I have invested more than half a million in the 
Bloomfield mines, 
u u r largest investm ents e'<n- 
s sted iu constructing canals and reservoirs. The 
dividends from those mines hive been over £800,­ 
000, and if we had not been enjoined ihis year 
we should have declared an additional dividend of 
more than $500,00». The gross am ount of g ild th at 
has been taken from those two mines am ounts to 
$3,835,C00. 
[Witne s described Butte creek, Butte 
slough, the Yuba river, Parks’ dam and Bottle ere* k J 
I have never seen Butte slough during the winter 
season. 
The Cherokee mines are about twelve miles 
from Oroville and about thirty miles from Butte 
slough. 
Those mines are worked by the hydraulic 
process. Their deepest tunnels are not yet com­ 
pleted. They are working iu the upper giavel and 
nave not as yet mined deep enough to get the heavy 
blue gravel. These mine? are owned and worked by the 
Spring Valley Gold and Hydraulic Mining Company. 
The grade of Sawmill ravine, I think, is equal to 200 
feet to the mile. (Mr. Robinson explained in a very 
interesting manner the way in which the debris 
from th a t mine is distributed over the fiat areas 
in the neighborhood of Sawmill ravine and Deer 
creek.] 
I n as the plaintiff in the case of Robinson 
vs. the Black Diamond Coal Company. [Mr. Robin- 
inson described Quercos creek, its water shed, and 
the character and amount of material washed.] The 
delta of the Mississippi river undoubtedly com­ 
mences at Memphis, and is constantly extending 
farther into the Gull of Mexico. N atural levees are 
the result of the denosit of overfl ws. 
I do not 
know of any im portant river th*t has had its 
or ginal channel filled with debns to an avenge 
depth of twelve feet. 
I can recall to mind at this 
time no stream whose current of water doe? not take 
c«reof its channel. 
In the mines it is our aim to 
p ilverize all the material in the gravel beds except 
ihe stones themselves. 


A fte rn o o n $c?* !o n . 
M. T*. Fairchild sworn—I have been a resident of 
California for tw enty two years. 
I went to George­ 
town, El Dorada county, firet in 1850. Since 1570 
I have been engaged in ditch and mining enter- 
prices. The M ount Gregory W ater and Mining 
Company, with which I have boon connected for 
quite a period, has about 1,000 acres of mining 
ground, and take their w ater from Pilot creek. 
Smith and Swain at present have control of the 
property of the corporation. 
(Witness pointed out 
on a map the 1< cation of the irises and canals of 
the Mount Gregory Company.] The Rubicon claim 
is ihe largest of the mines owned by that company. 
1 ho dumD from th at mine is into Missouri canyon. 
The deposit in th at mine is a very ha-d q u artz; 
some of the bowlders weigh twenty tons. 
A great 
many of the bowlders are olasted with giant powder, 
and the largest pieces of the samo are h<fisted by 
derricks aud placed in the mine in a position where 
they 8re not in the way of working. The surface 
is of l gh t m aterial and volcanic Rí-hes. The lower 
m aterial is very dense and hard. [Witness described 
the deposit and the mode or manner of mining the 
same, and also described the mines on the divide at 
the Spanish L‘ry Diggings, Greenwood, Georgetown, 
Georgia slide, Spanish Flat, Kelsey, Jon-s H.ll, 
John Town, Volcan*»ville and other mining camps, 
and stated th at the 
principal work wa9 done 
in those mines at an early date, and that the ma­ 
terial from them was of light m aterial, and th at at 
least 7» per cent, of the same was light, al uvial 
soil, and brought down in suspension by the streams 
aud river?. 
(Witness described several elides, some 
of which were very extensive, th at went «into the 
Middle Fork.l There were aloO some very extensive 
slides on Pilot creek. 
The granite region com­ 
mences some ten or twelve miles east of George­ 
town, and continues on east for some twenty miles, 
until you come in contact with the harder material 
near the sum m it. 
Pilot creek has discharged a 
great deal of m aterial. The reservoirs in the neigh­ 
borhood of Geo getown are filled up annually fiom 
5 to 6 feet from the silt and sand caused by natural 
wash. The ditches also are filled to a considerable 
extent each year, and th°y have to be cleaned out 
quite frequently. 
There is no miuii g above where 
the e ditches take their water, and it is entirely 
eau?cd by natural wash. 
Frost ¡9 one of the most 
productive causes cf natural wash in this section. 
[ Witness described the effect of th* frost on the su r­ 
face of the hillsides. 
Witness pr*»duced a rample of 
m aterial taken from one superficial foot of ground 
near Mt. Gregoiy.J The m aterial in question was 
elevated two io;he9 above the surface, reeling on ice 
and forming a ere t. I he evidences of early mining 
are 
all 
over—in 
every 
ravine, 
guKh 
aud 
canyon. 
The early mi ing was much greater 
in 
extent 
than 
the 
present 
washing. 
The denuding of the tim ber and the forest fires has 
aaded greatly to the extent of the natural waah. 
Abqire Georgetown, about ten miles, you find a belt 
of tflutter th at has been cut out bu t very little. 
Below th at point the tim ber has been very much 
cut ou». 
There is from 2.500 to 3,000 acres of 
ground on th at divide cultivated. 
There is very 
kttie lerel g n und in that section. 
It id so steep 
generally that the plowed ground annually washes 
to a considerable depth. 
From 5,000 to 7,500 head 
of horned cattle ami about 150,000 head of sheep 
and goats are graxed every year on the headwaters 
of the rivers on this divide, and their constant 
tram ping causes thousands of tons of m aterial to 
wash into the rivera and stream s 
Witness pre­ 
sented five specimens from ihe mines of the divide. 
Croes-examination (by George Catlwalader)—The 
Georgetown div.de is not as level ms the Forest Hid 
divide. 
There is a daily stage line from Auburn to 
Georgetown. 
There is al*o a tri weekly st ge lioe 
between Placerv ille and Georgetown. T he countries 
are m ountainous there—there are no extensive val­ 
leys or flats. 
The California W ater Company has a 
ditch running to Pilot Hill, but I do not know the 
grade of the ditch. 
There is a seam mine oprrated 
on Canyon creek by the h \d aufic process th at has 
been cons'antly at work during the entire year last 
post. They hare giants. A p a rt of the day thay 
consume in breaking rock, aud during th at tim e 
they aceuraoUte their water in tbeir reservoir. At 
Jones’ Hill th re is a gravel mine worked by the 
hydraulic process th a t works nine months in the 
year. 
[W itness described the mining at Bottle and 
Jones’ Hill. J There is very little mining done above | 


M ount Gregory, and the mining above th at point 
tails into the South Fork. 
There are some short 
ravines near Gtorgetown th at have produced over 
$ {.WO.000 cd gold. (W itness described this divide 
as it appeared to him in 1850, gave the richness and 
extent of the mining at that tim e, and stated th at 
the p *pu ation m ust have been about 20,600. 
He 
also gave a fine description of the divide as it now 
exis s.] 1 mined on th at divide in 1852 and 1853 
near Ne^To riill, ju st above Mormon Island. 
A fur- 
wards i Worked near Centerville or Pilot Hill, and 
afterwards at Voleancviile, where I was engaged in 
hydraulic mining. 
(W itness described the water­ 
shed of Canyon creek, and al-o many ravines and 
creeks th at are tn b u t ry to the South Fork ; also 
named tne different m ining camps aud gave their 
distances from Georgetown ] Pilot creek is, as a 
stream , 40 miles in lengrh. 
Adjourned to 9:30 a. m. to-day. 


E v id e n c e o f J a m e s O 'B r ien , G iv e n o n 
F r id a y , J a n u a r y 13th . 
Jam es O'Brien, sworn. 
(Direct exam ination by 
Mr. Dabble.) 
Question—How long have you been in Califorria, 
where do you reside, and w hat has been your occu­ 
pation { 
Answer—I came to Califom 'a tw enty-eight years 
ago, for the purpose of engaging in mining. 
I re­ 
side in SmartHviile, Yuba county. 
I have been er- 
gaged in mining during all the time. 
Q ._W hat kind of mining have you been en 
gaged in? 
A.—River, bench, bar and bank mining, in Yuba 
county. 
Q —Describe the Yuba mining. 
A.—The river miniug was carried on by huildiD g 
dams aud flum es and cutting canals along the banks 
of the river to tu rn the water from the streams. 
1 hey put in dam s at the head of the flumes aud one 
a t the lower end, and pum p the water out of the 
river and work in the gravel. 
The gold-bearing 
gravel is in the bed. 
Q —W hat was the depth of the gravel and s.and in 
the bed, bars and banks of the Yuba river? 
A.—From five to sixty feet deep. 
Q.—How extensive was ihe sand and gravel de­ 
posits in the bed aud banks, w ith reference to the 
width ? 
A.—From 100 to 500 feet wide. 
Q.—How extensive was this sand and gravel de­ 
posit in the Yuba in length? 
A.—For a dintance of ninety miles. 
Q. - Was this gravel and sand deposit you speak of 
from mining, or was it originally in the river ? 
A.—It was originally in the river. 
It was found 
thsre before any mining was done in the river. 
Q ,_W hen did Y uba river mining of this immense 
extent substantially cease? 
A.—In 1857. 
Q. - Why ? State the reason ? 
A.—The mining of the up b ncbes covered up the 
beds of the rivers and the mining claims in the beds 
of the rivers and on the bars. 
q — W hat effect has this material displaced in the 
river mining on the beds, banks and bars, with ref­ 
erence to the lower m ining claims? 
A.—It covered them up. 
Q.—Why? 
A._W ell, it was a necessity and the universal cus­ 
tom there. 
Q.—As to density, stato the character of the 
gravel found in the river from M arysvi.leto Djwnie- 
ville. 
A —It was very dense, packed aud solid. 
Q — Would floods move it ? 
A.—No, sir. 
If floods would move it, it would 
not have been there. 
Q.—What did move it? 
A.— Manual labor. 
Q.—W hat other kind of mining was or has been 
done in th at section? 
A.—There 
were 
placer, 
gulch 
and 
ravine 
mining. 
Q.—W hat others? 
A.—Deep gravel mining. 
Q.—W hat do you mean by deep gravel m’ning? 
a .—In the old river channel? which we find. 
q —W hat do you mean by gulch and placer 
miuing? 
A.—Gulches and placer? were in the ravines p u t­ 
ting out from the deep channels, and the gravel was 
dejnwited iu rav.nos and flats adjacent to the old 
channels. 
q _ in w hat m anner was gulch and placer mining 
conducted ? 
A.—By the u?e of water. 
Q.—W hat became of the m aterial washed from 
those mines? 
A.—It was all run into the ravines, stream s and 
canyons, and found its way into the river. 
Q —In what m anner was deep gravel mining con­ 
ducted ? 
A.—Deep gravel mining wa3 conducted by the use 
of water. 
Q ._T hrough what avenue was the material dis­ 
charged ? 
A.—Through flumes, cuts and ravines. 
Q —Why so discharged. 
A.—Because it was the only place it could be dis­ 
charged. 
Q.—W hat element of power is used greatly in all 
gold m ining? 
A.—Water. 
Q ._ W hat is hydraulic mining? 
A.— Hydraulic mining is m ining w ith water under 
pressure*. 
Q.—How docs the hydraulic pressure rary in the 
various kinds of m ining ? 
A.—1 varies in the uiffcrence of prcs ure. 
q ._ W hen did deep xravel and hydraulic mining 
commence in your locality ? 
A.—In 1853. 
q —Referring to pressure, what effect, if any, has 
the use oí w ater through iron pipes, m onit rs, 
hydraulic chiefs, and little giants, had on the carry­ 
ing of m aterial by water? 
A.—None. 
q —Explain the advantages of the monitors, 
hyuraulic chiefs and giants. 
A.—The only advantage in the uac of them ¡3 th at 
you secure the control of the water. They do not 
add anything to the carrying capacity of the water. 
(¿.—Describe the little giant. 
A.—11,e little giant ia a piece of machinery at­ 
tached to an iron pipe and worked on a knuckle- 
joint, so th a t you can tu rn it to any point of the 
com pa-8 w ithout the water losing any of its force. 
Q.—You eay th at this class of miniug within your 
knowledge commenced in 1853 ? 
A.—Yes. 
Q.—To the extent of your knowledge? 
A.—Y’es. 
Q —Can these deep gravel mines he worked by 
any other method except as you have slated. 
A.—Ño, sir. 
q .—Describe the deep gravel mines in the Yuba 
river water shed. 
Mr. Cadwalader—They wore described by Mr. 
Hamilton Smith, Judge Searl? and by another wit­ 
ness, who went to Moore’s Flat in 1856. 
I do not 
know his name. 
Mr. Dibble—Go ahead. 
A.—These old channels run along pretty much at 
right angles with the p esent channels in some 
places and parallel with them iu others. The bauk» 
of gravel rarge from 20 to 250 feet in depth. 
q .—Describe the lower stratum of those mines, 
as to density and movability, compared with the 
upper m aterial ? 
A.—The upper m aterial there was a very lijh t 
loam, and there was considerable so 1 on top. 
Next 
to th at was a stratum of cement or gravel, and the 
lower or bottom stratum was very coarse and ce­ 
mented. 
Q —When was tVis upper light m aterial washed 
off? 
A.—It was washed off prior to 1S75. 
i¿.—How was this upper m aterial m oved! 
A. 
It was in *ved by water. 
Q.—Explain fully with reference to how it was 
moved by water? 
The Court—This will be the same as we have been 
ever with other witnesses as to th e m anner of 
mining. 
Mr. Dibble—I presume it is. 
—ty hat became of th at top m aterial ? 
A. _ j t waa washed into ihe rivers. 
q .—How is tnia lower dense, heavy material 
moved ? 
A.—It is moved by water. 
(¿#—W hat besides water acd powdr-r is required in 
the working of deep «ravel chaunt-ls? 
A.—Tunnels, flumes, ditches, storage reservoirs, 
roadways, iron pipes and other mining appliances. 
q .—Explain why they arc required? _ 
A.—The tunnel is required to get drainage and to 
hold the flume to run the gravel through. The 
flume to save the gold. 
The reservoirs to store the 
watt rs for use in the dry season. 
Ditches to convey 
the w ater fr ^m the reservoir to the mine. 
Roadways 
to got material to the mines. 
Pipes and appliances 
are used in working the mines. The pipes carry 
the water. 
Q —In ’.hose Yuba mines state the length of tun 
nels? 
Mr. IIa :t—I object to th a t; they have been into 
it before, and it is immaterial. 
Mr. Dibble—No, sir. There has not been a word 
of it by any witness. 
Mr. Cad’walader—They were fully de?cri3cd by 
Hamil on Smith. 
Mr. D.bble—It will take hu t a m inute. 
The tes­ 
timony is perfectly proper unless the Court says it 
is not. 
The Court—Answer the question. 
A —I should judge th at there is thirlv mPes of 
tunnels and flumes on the w atershed of the Yuba. 
Q.—Kefemng to the Yuba mines with which 30a 
have been connected, what length of tim e has 
eiapeed between development and profit ? 
A.—It nas been no t me. 
Q.— ao time. 
W hat do you mean by stating ne 
tim e? 
Mr Cadwalader—I object to th a t as úseles?, and 
calling for an unaetcssary explanation. 
Mr. Dibble—Tney have endeavored o prove that 
hydraulic mines were unprofitable. 
I want to prove 
by this witness th at hydraulic mines have been 
profitable aud have paid dividends. 
TTe w iiness—I mean th at since the commence­ 
ment of these mines there they have paid for labor 
and m aterial and merchandise, and have paid money 
to all industries connected with them , and if there 
has been any loss at all it has been to the owners. 
Q —They have paid a profit to all public indus­ 
tries ? 
A — Y'cs. 
Q .-b ta te the population of the Yuba drainage 
mining district d e c e d e n t on the mining industry. 
A.—About 30,000. 
Q.—W bat has been the production of the Yuba 
drainage area in the m iaes? 
Mr. Cadwalader—I object to th at question. 
It 
calls for a guees, and is irrelevant. 
Mr. Dibble—We have not referred to th at section 
at all. 
The Court—I supposed that when General H art 
said that they would p »t in no evidence 00 th at sub­ 
ject th at yon would pu t in no farther evidence upon 
it. 
1 supposed th at was the understanding. 
Mr. Dibble—Then 1 presume it is conceded in this 
case to be over $l,20G’000,000. 
The Court—I don’t know about that. 
They said 
they would pu t no evidence In on th at snbj ci. 
Mr. Dibble—Did you observe the Yuba floods of 
1861 and 1862; and if so, state the effect of those 
floods on early river and gravel tailings. 
A.—I did, sir. 
It washed laige portions of them 
down into the lower rivers and the valley. 
Q —W hat effect did it have on the previous min­ 
ing displacement, and on the navigability of the 
Sacramento river ? 
A.—I don’t think it had any bad effect. 
Q —W bat effect upon the valleys and b a n and 
ba\s? 
A. —I do not think it can have anv upon the T i l ­ 
leys and bay*. 
It «rill cover the bars in the upper 
riven. 
O .- Slate why It could have no effect 00 the nav­ 
igability of the riven, and on the valleys and bays I 
A.—w ell, the mining to he done now on the Yuba, 


in the drainage ©f the Yuba, is a m aterial th at is 
very hard, coarse and dense. 
When deposited in 
the ri\ er by w ater it will become solid there, so that 
water will not move it 
Q —is late your knowledge of the Y’uba floods and 
overflows? 
A.—Well, mv knowledge of the Yuha flood? and 
overflows is th at the Y’ubas have overflowed the 
lands along tha Y’u a and below the foothills on 
both sides * f the river four or five times since 1 have 
been in the State. 
Q.—In th at respect what effect would the filling 
of the channels of the Featht r and Sacramento riv­ 
ers to the depth of five or ten fe t of sedim ent have 
upon the hight and wioth of the flood overflows of 
the Sacramento val ey ? 
A .—I do not think it would have much effect, for 
the reason th at the bed of the river where the de­ 
posits are is very narrow, and the am ount of water 
th at the small trough or badn of the river would 
hold would not add anything to the hight of the 
water when the water is spread over an area of 15 
or 20 miles in width. 
1 d** not thi k it wouHl make 
the one-sixteenth part of sn inch difference in a 
high flood in elevation. 
Q —State the capacity of the reservoirs of the 
Y’uba drainage area. 
A.—They have a capac:ty to hold 18,000 inches of 
water for five m onths of the year. 
Q.—State the iffect of these reservoirs on the 
winter flwxis. 
A.—Tlli effect is that the am ount of wat r stored 
in them Ic e p s ;t out of the river in times of high 
water. 
» 
Q.—To what extent would it le sen the fl od ? 
A .- To the extent of the storage. 
q —^tV e th e e fftd upon the uavigabidty of the 
rivers in the aummer or dry season. 
A.—It adds to the quauiiTy of w ater in the river 
the am-»unt th at is stored in the winter. 
Q .-W h a l has been the effect of the deposit of 
dense m aterial coming from the deep gravel mines 
in the Yuba river? 
A —It has had the effect to build natural dams 
and obstructions to the water, aud to hold bock the 
floe m aterial th at was put in there by the placers 
and tne higher diggings in early d ajs, and the rais 
ing of the beds of the upper rivers, and reducing 
the grade of the river and destroying the velocity of 
the water. 
Q.—Give an illustration. 
A.—Well, at Sm aitsvdle, where I am tailing at 
Rose’s Bar, on the Yuba river, the tailings ihere is 
about 150 feet high. 
The river, when I went there, 
was about 350 feet wide. 
Now it is about 3.000 feet 
wide. The water was a torrei-t during floods when I 
first went there. 
It went down in a perfect torrent, 
and now the water cumes down smooth, and the 
river there is as smooth as it is at MarjsviJle or in 
the valley. 
Q.—State w hether It projects the tailings across 
and makes dams. 
A.—Certainly they do it. 
They form a dam at 
every dum p along the Yuha river; where this coarse 
m aterial is dumped in they have form td darns along 
there.|th e gravel and coarse rock build their own 
dams, and it has a tendency to hold back any fine 
m aterial th at may come in from above. 
Q.—Referring to wha: you say Í9 the very dense, 
coarse m aterial 
th at 
has 
been worked and is 
now being worked in the mines, what effect has that 
in holding the dams in place ? 
A.—It h .*lds them because it is adding to them 
all the time. 
The coarser rock th at is worked all the 
tim e forms dams there 
Those coaree rocks act as 
anchors t<> bold hack the fine material th at has been 
placed there heretofore. 
Q —W hat effect has this heavy m aterial th at is 
now being worked, projected upon 1 hose dams, in re­ 
straining the natural wash ? 
A.—It has the (.fleet to restrain the natural wash, 
or any other wash th at may come. 
It restrains any 
flue material th at comes down the river. 
It takes a 
large proportion of the fine m aterial to fiil in the 
crevices between those coarse recks. 
Q.—Have you examined the Gold Run mine, or I 
will ask you firat to give other illustrations tf the 
same nature? 
A.—Well, I could only illustrate th at to you; the 
bed of the river now, in my judgm ent is very much 
like it waa in early days when we firet found ir. 
Q — How do these effects compare with the effects 
on Bear river? 
A.—I think tVey are similar to Bear river. 
I saw* 
some dams on Bear river some four year? ago. 
The 
Polar Star dam I saw on the 16th day of last Novem­ 
ber, and it has addtd to the hight of it, and I think 
th at every year it has been increased in strength. 
It is there intact now as it was four years ago. 
Q ._W hat effect has the floods had on the dams 
you have ref rrcd to ? 
A.—The flood did not appear ‘o have any effect 
upon it, any more than to make it more solid and 
c impact 
Q.—With reference to the early mi. ing in the 
river and the movement of the immense am ount 
you refer to, from live to forty feet deep, from 100 
to 500 feet -wide, and ninety miles long, do the dams 
hold back th at material or do they project It ahead ? 
A.—I want to say here th at the giavel was not 
continuous ninety rai'es. 
Q.—W hat 
tbe length of it ? 
A.—1 should judge about forty miles. 
The rivers 
were ninety miles but the gravel was not contin­ 
uous. 
There were places in tho river where no 
gravel was found. 
q . — Was the iff ct of the displacsmcnt of material 
to project it aheed ? 
A —It projected itee’f ahead and it is th at m ate­ 
rial that has found its way to the lower riv rs, it 
being so much lighter than th at we have been pu t­ 
ting in for the last eight or ten years. 
T te mi nit g 
iu those days was close to the valle>s. 
They mined 
in the lower benches next to the river. The present 
mining is farther away. 
Q —Did tho early placer mining form dams in the 
riser ? 
A.—No, sir ; it could not, for the placer was sur­ 
f *ce mining and in light gravel, the largest quantity 
being float m atter. 
Q —Have you examined the Gold Run mine ? 
A.—I have, sir. 
I examiued it, I think, on the 
12th of last November. 
• 
i¿ —Did you at the same lime examino the North 
Fork »»f the Amerieau river below canyon creek and 
ihe Gold Run mine ? 
A.—Y'es. 
I came down from Fiekrring’s Bar to 
Rice’s bridge. The u p p tr deposit in the Gold Run 
m ine has been wished off, and there iso n y th tr e 
w hat 1 call the h.wer channel. 
There is some of t^e 
top gravel on the rim rock on both hides of the 
channel, bu t right there the channel for a dtbtance 
of a m le, I judge, is stripped of gravel t n i the 
blue gravel is exposed. 
Q —What is the charac’cr of the bottom material 
with reference to the character of the material you 
saw in the Yuba river and which has impacted 
itself and formed dams? 
A.—It ia sim ilar in formation and appearance. 
Q - Describe the method of working in the Gold 
Run mine. 
A.— rhe methDd of working in th at mine is the 
same that I have carried on myself for yea s, and 
which had been carried on four years prior to my 
coming lu California, working gravel by the use of 
water. 
Q .—State w hether that has been the universal 
method for twenty-eight years within your knowl­ 
edge? 
A.—It has, sir. 
Q — Is there any other method by which that mine 
couid be worked ? 
A.—There i? no other method th at I know that 
you can extract the gold from gravel and ci-m lit 
other than the way they are working the Gold Kun 
mine. 
q .—Describe the deposit in the American river 
between Rice’s bridge arid the Gold Run dump. 
A.—The deposit in the river from Pickering’? Bar 
to Rice's bri.tge is similar in character to the bed cf 
the Yuba river wken 1 came theie in 1353. 
Q.—Has this m ater al impounded itself? 
A — Y'es, it certainly has, or it would not have 
been there. 
Q.—To what extent does it bold itself in place? 
A.—It holds itself to ihe extent th at there are 
large am ounts of it up next 10 Canyon creek, and 
when we come down the river about eight miles we 
find that it is very much lighter. Cereainly th at is 
an evident facfth at it i? holding itstlf, or it would 
not be up there. 
It commences at Canyon creek, 
and there is some at Pickerings Bar. 
Q.—Compare this m aterial so impounded with 
the sard and gravel on the Y'uba riv«r, iu the beds 
and bars, th at was removed by manual labor in early 
years, and could not he removed by the flood water. 
A —They are similar in character. 
Q.—What i? the character of the Gold Run sands, 
with reference to mica? 
A.—I siw no mica in the Go’d Run m;ne or in 
the North Fo*k of the American river, as far as I 
traveled up above Riot’s Bridge. 
Q.—Did you find formations there th at would 
yieid mica ? 
A.—I did not 
I f *und nothing bu t cem ent ar.d 
slate, and I have never seen any mica in anv of the 
old blue vravel channels th at I have exam ned, 
Q.—Where do those micaceous sands come from ? 
a .—F rom granite formations. 
Q.—Are there any granite formations in the Gold 
Ruu m ine? 
A.—I saw none. 
w 
Q —D.d you examine to ascertain whether there 
were any there ? 
A.—Not with th at object. 
But I saw nothing 
there but slate—slate rock. 
I never saw any gran­ 
ite in slate r ck. 
Q.—Have you examined the American river from 
Sacramento to Folsom ? 
A.—4 have. 
Q.—Why did you examine it? 
A.—I examined it to seo how it was in relation to 
mi* ing m aterial being deposited there. 
Q.—W hat did you find in th at examination ? 
a .—I found immense erosions in the banks of the 
river. 
Large quantities cf land had been washed 
out. 
Q —W hat am ount of land ? 
a .—1 should judge from Sacramento to Folsom, 
on tho south si c of the American river, there must 
have been about 1,000 acres. 
Q.—W hat caused 1 he erosion of the banks and 
the washing a wav of the thousand acres you speak of? 
A.—The great floods. 
Q. —W hat effect had mining to do with it? 
A.—I do not think mining had anything to d o 
with it. 
, 
Q —State whether you saw evidences of mining 
on the river and its banks between Sacramento and 
Folsom ? 
A.—1 did. 
Q. — Where ? Describe that ? 
A. —From Fanning’s diggings to Folsom. 
Q.—Describe the extent of the n.iniug between 
Sacramento and Folfom? 
A.—I; was very txiensive. 
Q. —Wba^ w«s the character of the sands from Sac­ 
ramento tc Folsom, with reference to mica? 
A.—It contained large quantities of mica? 
Q.—Y u staled th at the present methods of m in­ 
ing at Gold Kun had existed for twenty-eight years. 
State in ceuncction with th at method t f mining— 
with reference to that m ining—how the dumpage 
was? 
A.—The Gold Run was dumping like all other 
mines of like character throughout the State that 
evrr 1 visited 
Q.—How long has th at custom of dumpage ex­ 
isted in the State ? 
A - That custom has existed in the State as long 
as 1 have been in the 8iate, and long pn*>r to my 
coming to the State. 
It has been a common and 
univeraal custom by necessity. 
Q —Are you acquainted w ith the levee system of 
tb« Sacramento valley? 
A.—I am. 
Q. —Has it been lucceaJul ? 
A.—No. 
Q —Wbv not ? 
A.—Well, owing to the mode of construction and 
location of the levees. 
Q —What with reference to the irregularity of 
leveee? 
A.—The leveee have been built very irregular. Iu 
a great many t u f a neta they have contracted the 


space for the water, so that in tim es of high floods 
the levees back the w ater up. 
When the levees 
give away there is a great deal of damage to the 
countrv. 
iu my judgm ent, if there were no levees 
at all on ihe Sacramento river in ihe Si-cramento 
valley there would have beeu less damage done to 
the farmeia. 
Q-—How do you know th at the levee system has 
not been succissful ? 
A .—-By exam ining the levees and travelingtbrough 
the coun’ry, and by my experience in the cofistruc- 
tion of levees. 
Q —Do I understand you—by observation and ex­ 
perience ? 
A.— Yes. 
Q —Have you bod experience in levee construc­ 
tion? 
A.—I have had some. 
Q-—When, and where? 
■A.—On the south bauk of the Yuba river. 
Q — W hat levees h .ve you examined ? 
A.—1 have examiued the lt-veesou the Sacramento 
river, on the west and east side of it. 
I have ex­ 
amined the levets ou the west side of the Fe tlier 
river, in Sutler county, and the levees on the south 
side of Bear river. 
Q.—And at o th er places? 
A.—And at other places. 
W hat effect has mining had on the efficiency 
of the levee system ? 
A.—I do not think it had anything to do with the 
efficiency of the levee system in the >acramento 
valley—say through butter, Colusa or Yolo. 
Q- —Have levees been broken by reason of mining, 
or by reason of the great floods th at came from the 
m ountains ? 
A .- They have been broken by reason of the great 
floods aud the high waters, and the mode of con­ 
structing them ; and the loeatiou of the levees had 
a great deal to do with it. 
Q —H*ve you examined the bays of San Fran­ 
cisco- Sau Francisco bay and San Pablo bay ? 
A.—1 have examined San Pablo bay. 
Q —When ? 
A.—On the 7th of last Noveml'er—the 7th or 8th. 
—W hat besidt s the g reit floods of waters that 
h ive come down from the mountains have caused 
the levees to break ? 
A.—The fencing up of a great many of th e old 
water-ways. 
These sloughs th at used to carry the 
high floods of water in the w iuter season have been 
obsrructed by building levees ccruts ends of them 
next to the river. 
Q-—Are not there other causes? Animals, gophers 
aua squirrels? 
A —1 suj pose there are those causes ; gophers 
and squirrels work in the natural soil. 
In Jevees 
built out of the sedim ent coming from the moun­ 
tains I do not think gophers and i-quir els work any. 
Q — Then the se iuient would prevent the gophers 
anu squirrels fr *m working in them ? 
A — That has been my judgm ent. 
Q —You say you vis.ted aan Pablo bay ? 
A .—Yes. 
San Pabla bay. 
Q.—For w hat purpose did you virit th at bay? 
A.—I went there iu connection with several other 
gentlemen, and with Captain Faulkner, to examine 
for myself and ascertain whether there was any 
mining sedim ent in San Pablo 1U \, or in the vicin­ 
ity. 
Understanding it wa9 generally said through­ 
out the Mate th at the m ining debris was going dow n 
into the bay and harbor, 1 wanted to see for myself. 
I bad quite an interest in finding out. 
Q.—How did you go? 
A.—I went on the steamer. 
Q.—How many others went with you for the pur­ 
pose of making the exam ination ? 
A. - Captain Faulkner and about seven other gen­ 
tlemen. 
Q.—Was an examination made? 
A.—Yes. 
I helped take up some myself. 
Q.—Was it a thorough and practical exam ination ? 
A.—I would pronounce it such. 
Q.—W hat did \o u do? 
A .- We look up fifteen or eighteen samples from 
San Pablo Bay. 
Q — What did you find? 
A.—We found a kind of black, bluish mod. 
Q.—Do you know what m ning debris is—miuing 
sediment ? 
A.—I think I do, if I would see it. 
Q.—Ftate w hether you found iu these fifteen or 
more sam pbs th at were taken from San Pablo Bay 
any mining g rit or mining sediment. 
A —I examined every one of the samples myself. 
I found no mining grit or mining sedim ent in them. 
Q.—Wh it w-as the character of the samples, uoth 
reference to the lands surrounding San Pablo Bay 
and the natural wash of the country? 
A.—Well, it would appear to me it was from the 
natural wash and the tule wasa around the bay. 
There was no mineral grit in them , no mineral sedi­ 
ment at all th at I could see with the eye or by feel­ 
ing. 
I felt every sample th at was taken there and I 
found no m ining grit iu it. The only grit 1 found 
in it wa* some shell. 
Q.—Shell grit? 
A.—Y'es. 
Q.—Where were those samples mainlv taken from, 
wiin reference to the current** < f the buy ? 
A.—^aptaiu Faulkner said they were taken in the 
currents of the hay. 
Q.—R ght in the currents of the bay ? 
A.—Y'es. 
That was the object. 
And th at was 
what he told me and told the o th tr gentlemen that 
were taking them out. 
Q.—And there was no m ining grit or sedim ent in 
those s tmplei th at were taken up ? 
A .—I did not find a trace of any m ining grit or 
sedim ent in them. 
Q —Did you take theso samples yourself, or were 
they taken by the other gentlemen in your presence? 
A.—I helped to take every one of the samples my- 
8* If and ex m itned every one of them before the 
s imples were nut ;n the bottles. Before any of them 
were disposed of at all 1 examined every sample 
which was t «kc n out myself. 
Q.—Where el.-e, except in the current th at Cap- 
taiu Faulkner told you of. did you g»t samples? 
A —\V\> took fom , from the m outh of Sonoma 
creek ana Pct alumu creek. 
Q. - W hat did you find was the character of the 
samples which you got in Petalunn* creek? 
A.—Just about the same us we got from Saa 
Pablo ha}*. 
. 
Q —How in Sonoma creek ? 
A.—About the same. 
Q.—Was there any perceptible difference? 
A.—No perceptible «1 fference th at 1 could see. 
It 
was all this bluish black mud. 
Q.—And no mining gr»t or sedim ent in it? 
A.—No m ining c rit or sediment th at I could see. 
(Cros* exitnii.auou by Mr. Cadwaladtr). 
Q.—You have always lived in bmartsville, hive 
you not? 
A.—Well, I made Smartsville my home. 
I have 
been around the State a groat deal. 
Q.—You have not lived any place else ? 
A —I havo not made any othei place my home, 
only Smartsvi le, since I have been here. 
Q.—That is about how far from Maryoville ? 
jk.~ Eighteen miles, by s»age ro.id. 
Q —Y'ou have always had charge of a large hy­ 
draulic mine, have you not? 
A.—1 have had charge of a hydraulic mine for the 
pasó tw tnty years. 
Q.—It tails iu the Y'uba ? 
A —Yes. 
Q — It is one of the defendants in the suit of the 
city of Marysville f 
Á.—Yes. 
Q —Une of the enjoined mines ? 
A.—' es. 
Q.—Latterly, you have been trying to impound 
your debris, have you not ? 
A.—I have. 
Q.—It is a great success, is it not ? 
A.—It has been a succe-s as far as it wer.t. 
Q — Ami it has been adopted by your company ? 
A —It has been adopted by my company on two of 
our mines. 
Q —And you tail into there when you wash ? Y'ou 
call th at a coi ral, do you ? 
A.—We do. 
We call it a wo*king reservoir. 
Q — You have oxpres-ed an opinion a num ber of 
times th at your mine could impound its tailings, 
have you not ? 
A.—I have. Those mine3 can. 
Q.—Ym;r n in e can? 
* 
A.—I mean those two mines. 
The compauy has 
six or seven mines. 
Q.—I am speaking about your mines. 
A .- We i, the c mpany I am counectcd with has 
six or seven mines. 
Q. —When you said in reply to Mr. Dibble th at 
the mines on the Y'uba could uot be worked without 
they were perm itted to tail into the stream s, you 
did not have in your eye your own m nts, did you ? 
A.—I had my own mines. There are only two of 
our own mines where we can keep the m aterial out 
of the Y 'uba- two out of eight. 
Q —W een did you adopt the system of impound­ 
ing your own debris ? 
Mr. Dibble —This is not in cross-examination. 
I 
did not ask about his impounding his tailings, or 
the practicability of dams. I want counrel to under­ 
stand now th at he opens the doors so that we can 
cim e in and prove th at dams can be built ou the 
rivers f »r the purpose of impounding debris. 
With 
th at understanding I am perfectly willing the coun­ 
sel sh- uld go into it 
Mr. Cudwala<ler—There is no opening the dcor to 
it. 
Tne witness said expres-lv that the hydraulic 
mines could not be worked without they were per 
m ittea to wa*»h their tailings into the principal 
6treams. So it is cross examination. 
Mr. Libble—If it is perm itted, I shall ask the 
Court for tho pnvi.ege of sh o airg th a t a system of 
dams can be erected on the rivers to impound the 
debris. 
Mr. Cadwalader—Y’our mine is the Excelsior mine 
at Smartsville, is it not? 
A.—The 1 xcdsior Water and Mining Company. 
Q.—It is the largest mine ou t *.e river, with the 
exception of three, is it not? 
A.—Well, take ail the m in‘8 in connection with 
us, about one of the largest mining properties on 
the river. 
But there are «even or eight mines. 
Q.—It is a hydraulic mine, is it n «t? 
A.—It is a group of hydraul c min- s to g etlrr. 
Q.— Do you eay none of the m atterial pu t in the 
stream s comes down ? 
A. 
I say there Í3 not any material to pu t in from 
the bottom chai riel, from the blue «ravel ; that 
there is a very small trace of it lii.it c^uld find its 
way to the rivers. 
Q — Do you say that it ha? not injured the naviga­ 
tion of the Feather and Sacramento.

N ew Y ohk, January 14 h —The horrors of 
the accideut near Spuyten Duyvil last night 
are described by Henry Rockeabaugh, a pas­ 
senger, as something dreadful. 
The train 
stopped for some n iuutes, and he walked 
back to look out of the rear window in the 
last car, in which he was. 
He saw the en­ 
gine of tbe approaching train thundering 
around the curve, and turned to run baek to 
the forward end of the car, shouting, as he 
ran towaid his feilow-passengers, their dan­ 
ger. All started up from their seats. Before 
he had reached half through the car the 
shock came, and he felt himBelf lifted up in 
the air. Pitch darkness followed ou all sides. 
Cries of horror, anguish and despair went up. 
Then a lurid glare was cast through the car 
from the tire breaking out, and be saw men 
aud women struggling to get free from ibe 
wreck. 
He heard a lady who was wedged 
in under a eeat calling most piteonsly for 
help. 
He tried to help her, but she was held 
fast, and the Sre compelled him to leave her 
to her terrible fate. 
He recollected seeing 
the stout lady, who was identified as Mies or 
Mrs. Brown, get on the cars atGreeubuah.

The body of Senator Wagner has been re­ 
covered, and was sent down to the city in one 
of the dead Senator’s own palace cart. 
Two 
hours later the remaining seven bodies were 
brought down in an ordinary baggage-car, 
accompanied by Captain Yale and Coroner 
Kuox. 
Six of the bodies were packed in ice 
boxes, and the charred remains of the seventh 
were borne ou a stretcher, covered by the 
fur lined cloak of Mrs. Valentin-, the young 
bride, whose wtdding tour ended in such a 
horrible death. 
Senator Wagner was heard to say imme­ 
diately after the collision, and while the 
fUmes were burning fiercely in the car he was 
in, ” For God’s sake help me ; I ’m under the 
cars.” ^ Efforts proved unavailing tosave him. 
His friends were driven back by the fire, and 
his voice was soon stilled iu death. 


MUTILATED CORPSES. 
The car was switched off upon the side 
track. 
When it arrived it was run east of 
the depot to tbe old freight station at Forty- 
third street. Here the coffins were ranged on 
the floor, and upon hastily improvised tables 
were spread the draggled nnd turned gar­ 
ments and sstcheis recovered from the wreck, 
to serve as a means of identifying unrecog­ 
nized bodies. Here a black fur muff and a 
cloak, there a broadcloth coat and a hat bat­ 
tered out of shape, 
charred 
and 
half- 
coiirumed satchels aua bundles—ley scattered 
abcur, and were examined and registered ia 
turn by the police officials, who took charge 
of all property. 
In one of these were found 
clews that led to the identification of one of 
the bodies as that of Rev. F. Marshall. 
The 
clerical cut of the few tattered rags that were 
yet It ft of the vest had attracted attention to 
tho man’s probable profession. 
The name 
was written on tho binding and on the fly-leaf 
of a volume of sermona and a theological 
work, but without 'address. 
His body, like 
all the others, with the single exception of 
that of Mrs. or Miss Brown, was burned so 
as to be unrecognizable. As identity was es­ 
tablished, a sheet of paper, marked with the 
narno and number, was tacked to the coffir,- 
lid, and the name was checked off on the list 
with a bn%ii;ess !ike air, as if the matter con­ 
cerned ordinary bills of freight, handled 
daily.

Brakeruan Melius replied : 
“ Anyhow it was going very fast.” Train 
dispatcher Cossum says if Mtllus went back 
far enough to see Spuyten Dnj vil bridge, his 
red light would have been seen by the watch­ 
man in the signal tower. 
Brakeman Melius 
went as far as Fishkill this morning, returned 
by the next train, and then left f«r New 
York, where warrants have| been issued for 
his arres*. 
MFixrs a r r e s t e d . 
N ew Y o r k , January 14th.—Geo. Meilu», 
the brakeman ‘ harped with the responsibility 
for last evening’s disaster, was arrested at the 
Grand Central depot this evening, and locked 
up on a charge of criminal careles-noss. 
He 
made the following statement: “ When the 
train stepped I got my lumps, white and 
red, and walked to the bank part rf the 
train. 
Iu about two minutes I started back 
around the curve, ab- ut six or seven err- 
lengths from where I stood. 
I waved myred 
lantern across the track, and I thick tbat 
there wsb time enough to stop the train. It 
took me about live minutes, perhaps less, to 
walk the distance above mentioned, and I 
stood there one cr two minutes, perhaps 
thre8 minutes, when the Tarrytown tram 
came in sight. 
1 stopped there, because I 
considered the distance sufficient to stop any 
tr-in. There was time enough to walk heck 
to Spuyten Duyvil station, which was about 
a quarter or bait a mile away, but I did not 
consider it necessary.

train behiDd us, but I did not know whether 
it was the Tarrytown or Poughkeepsie train.”

THE PENSION ACT. 
It appears that the Democrats in Con­ 
gress have fallen to quarreling over the 
Arrears of Pensions Act, Beck denouncing 
it, and Voorhees asserting that it is a good 
measure, and that the Democratic party is 
entitled to the credit of its enactment. 
The truth about the matter is that the 
Democrats and Republicans were alike 
afraid to oppose this bill, thongh they 
knew at the time it came up that it would 
open the door to gigantic frauds npon the 
Treasury. That it has done this there can 
be no donbt whatever. It ha3 been the 
means of paying some millions of dollars 
to impostors who bad no claim upon the 
Government. It has swelled the pension 
roll to the most monstrous and incredible 
proportions. Bnt because there was a speci­ 
ous basis to the arguments in its behalf, 
and because neither party dared to 
lake an attitude that might be construed 
as hostile to the veteran soldiers and 
sailors, the promote!s of this flagitious Act 
were enabled to get it through Congress 
without any difficulty, and tho steaÜDg 
under it began at once. No doubt it would 
have been much better had a Republican 
arraigned the measure, for Beck’s speech 
will be misinterpreted. But if Voorhees 
wishes to monopolize the credit of having 
passed the bill for his party, we at least 
shall not object to the arrangement. We 
have always been very heartily ashamed of 
the Republican record in the affair, and if 
it will oblige the Democrats to let them 
shoulder the whole responsibility for the 
Pension Arrears bill, we say, by all means 
let them have their way. 
SENATORIAL SECRETARIES. 
Senator Browne’s resolution to provide 
every Senator who Í3 not Chairman of a 
committee with a Secretary needs more ex­ 
planation than it has had. Of course it is 
a proposition which contemplates a very 
considerable addition to the expenses of 
national legislation, bnt if it could be shown 
that it would produce a great quickening 
in the transaction of business it might be 
worth while. At present, however, the 
presumption i? against the necessity of the 
change. No doubt Senators are kept busy 
answering letters from office-seekers, when 
they are not in committee, and indeed 
often when they are. 
We have under­ 
stood that this constitutes one of the most 
onerous parts of their duty, in fact. But 
instead of giving them all private Secreta­ 
ries to conduct their spoils system corre­ 
spondence, we would suggest tho prefera­ 
bility of doing away with the spoils sys­ 
tem. By adopting that course the labors 
of the Senators would be materially light­ 
ened, and while they would have a great 
deal more time to bestow upon legislation, 
the business of the country in the several 
departments would be much better done. 
In short, we venture to think that a Civil 
Service Resolution would be more oppor­ 
tune than the one introduced by Senator 
Browne. 
A Wash's Sting.—The San Francisco 
Waxp publishes this notice, the wit and 
point of which will be apparent only by 
the complete perusal of this item: ‘‘An 
Expensive Book.—We are indebted to our 
enterprising contemporary, the Sacramento 
Bee, lor a copy of its * Illustrated Annual 
for 1SS2.’ It is a neat and attractive 
pamphlet of forty-eight pages, exclusive of 
advertisements, profusely illustrated with 
flue wood engravings, of which all are ex­ 
cellent, the beat two being the frontispiece, 
called ‘A Prairie Flower,’ and a reproduc­ 
tion of Mr. Moran's great painting, ‘The 
Valley of Babbling Waters.’ One” of the 
most useful features of the book Í3 a cal­ 
endar in the usual almanac form. The 
reading mat er is admirable. CiDsidering 
the enormous cost of wood engraving, the 
publication of t'.is work must be taken to 
indicate a high degree of prosperity on the 
part of onr enterprising neighbor.” Imme­ 
diately folio -ving the above are two other 
items identical in every word and line 
with it, ex -ept that for the Bee is substi­ 
tuted in one case “ Tne Stockton Evening 
Mail, an t ia the other “ TfieSau Jose 
Hera’d ’ The Wasp might have continued 
to repeat the novice in like manner for the 
Yolo Mail, Marysville Appeal, Reno 
Journal, Grass Valley Tiding*, and others 
th it have also issued this “ expensive 
book,” 


Nothing is more clear than that the 
movement to substitute wheat for mining 
stocks as the basis for gambling is against 
the interests of the producers, and that it is 
projected solely to give a new lease of life 
to that worthless and mischievous class of 
idlers who hope to make a living by filch­ 
ing somewhat from the earnings of the 
workers. It is ia fact a plan devised by 
the brokers for their own special benefi', 
and it is a most sinister and demoralizing 
scheme. 
The San Francisco Chronicle, 
which has been procured to support the 
new gambling movement, makes a dime 
attempt to justify it, but exposes the 
real purposes of the undertaking in Baying 
that it “ means a larger business for 
“ domestic and foreign commission mer- 
“ chants and brokers resident in San 
“ Francisco.” 
That in fact g;ves the 
“ true inwardness ” of the business. Isis 
an attempt to get a new hold on the 
wheat interest, and it involves as much 
fleecing of the farmers as can be accom­ 
plished. The pretense that such a Pro­ 
duce Exchange as is proposed is necessary 
for the proper disposition of the crops, is 
sheer humbug. The farmers have every­ 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by the 
movement. W hat is sought ia the estab­ 
lishment of the machinery for bulling and 
bearing the price of grain. But the margin 
for fluctuation is of necessity very narrow, 
inasmuch as no local agency can fix the 
market rate. That is and will be doce in 
Liverpool, and all that a local Produce Ex­ 
change can effect is to create temporary 
fluctuations, the whole tendency of which 
must be to depreciate the selling value of 
the wheat in the hands of the producers. 
The truth is that the gamblers and the 
middlemen who have lived on the Cali­ 
fornia farmer so many years, realize that 
at last he may slip out of their hands. The 
completion of the Southern Pacific will 
instantly abolish the necessity for the com­ 
mission business which has cut down the 
producer’s profits so largely. It will reu- 
der corners in tonnage no longer possible. 
It will reduce the cost of transportation, 
and at the same time bring tho farmers very 
much nearer the market. All this has 
naturally alarmed the middlemen, and now 
they are about to join hands with the brokers 
who have bsen frozen out of the mining 
Boards by the collapse of the Comstock, 
and botlf classes together propose to fasten 
upon the phtiucer and make him supply 
theresources which public gullibility in con­ 
nection with mining speculation no longer 
furnishes. 
There is no more need for a 
Produce Exchange on the Chicago method 
than there is for a brass band to stimulate 
the sale and purchase of wheat. Left to 
itself the grain market will find a legitimate 
adjustment. 
The introduction of the 
gambling spirit into it can only tend to re­ 
duce the normal profits of the farmer. 
These gamblers expect to make money by 
factitious fluctuations in the market—fluctu­ 
ations which they themselves will cause 
and promote and manipulate, just as is 
the practice in the mining Boards. 
The assertion is made that the wheat- 
growers] have something to gain by the 
adoption of these methods, but this is not 
true. The “ call” system is merely an ar­ 
rangement for betting upon the future 
price of a staple, and while in the present 
case the bear or “ short” side must always 
be wurking to pull prices down, it is to be 
observed that the other end of the problem, 
namely the “ bull” end, is altogether be­ 
yond local control. It follows from this 
that the gamblers may lower the price of 
wheat, but cannot raise it beyond the Liv­ 
erpool quotations, and that consequently 
whatever profit there may be in the busi­ 
ness for themselves, there can be none for 
the wheat-grower. The “ call ” system in 
Chicago has proved a curse to that city, 
and is roundly denounced by all the better 
class of business men. If it is introduced 
to San Francieco it will unquestionably 
produce the same kind of results as the 
mining Boards have in the past. The 
brokers and commission men, and the gam­ 
blers who wield large capital, will make all 
that is made, and every dollar of their win­ 
nings will represent so much capital filched 
from its legitimate owners and diverted 
from its proper and natural channels. The 
Chronicle says that it would “ prevent cor­ 
ners in ships.” Corners in ships will be no 
longer possible when the Southern Pacific 
is running through to New Orleans, and 
therefore this pretense is nonsensical. But 
the “ call ” system lends itself to corners in 
wheat, and that is just what the projectors 
of this scheme are doubtless contemplating. 
Such a machinery is invented for the ex­ 
press purpose of intercepting the earnings 
of the producer. It is in fact a blackmail 
business. A few sharp men who give all 
their time to the work expect to be able to 
get the better of the farmers on the one 
hand, and the general public on the other, 
in specnlation. A few large capitalists 
also calculate npon being able, by the use 
of their millions, to obtain control of tne 
market, and make prices to suit themselves. 
But wo do not believe the scheme can be 
made to work. One obstacle to it is the 
fact that there are so many wheat-growers 
on a large scale. It would, for example, 
puzzle the gamblers to do anything with 
the crops so long as they did not know 
what course Dr. Glenn and a couple of 
score moie heavy producers were going to 
take ; and unless enormous amounts were 
put into their speculations they would be 
very apt to encounter the usual fate of 
those who go “ short ” too recklessly. 
However, it is our duty to put the farmers 
on their guard, and to point out to them 
that this new project is neither more nor 
less than a trap set for their special in j ury. 
They have no use for the “ call ” system in 
their business. Speculation can only hurt, 
and cannot advantage them. At present 
they are iu a fair way to get from out of 
the middlemen's hands, and if they under­ 
stand their own interests they will have 
nothing to do with this forlorn hope of the 
commission men and the played out mining 
stock gamblers. 


THE SPUYTES DÜY71L ACSIDENT. 
The collision and telescoping of the 
Chicago and Tarrytowa express trains near 
Spuyten Duyvil, presents many of the most 
common features of railroad accidents, and 
tends to show with what obstinacy corpor­ 
ations cling to practices the danger of 
which has been proved by a hundred sim­ 
ilar disasters. In this case the loss of life 
was attributable almost entirely to the 
conflagration of the palace cars after the 
collision. Had they not been heated with 
stoves and lighted with oil or candle 
lamps, they would net have caught fire, 
and in that case it is quite probable that 
no more serious injuries than broken limbs 
and contusions would have been suffered 
by the passengers. But though it is 33 
much a certainty a3 anything can be that 
cars so heated and lighted will take fire 
upon a collision, the companies that build 
and run these care continue to follow the 
old-fashioned practices, and notwithstand­ 
ing the lesson of a score of just such 
disasters as that of the Spuyten Duyvil 
they adhere to the dangerous methods as 


though there were no possibility of a 
change for the better. 
And there is 
tbe less excuse for thi3 stupid conserva­ 
tism because it cannot be ascribed 
to a lack of better methods. Inven­ 
tion in these matters has far out­ 
stripped the enterprise and sagacity of cor­ 
porations. Many different and perfectly 
feasible ways of heating and lighting rail­ 
way cars in such a manner that collisions 
would not- lead to conflagrations, have been 
devised. But the railways will sot adopt 
them. It is like tho battle of the brakes. 
It took years to get the Westinghouse air­ 
brake inlroduced in this country, and in 
England we are not sure that it has been 
adopted yet, thongh its superiority to the 
old kand-brake system is almost as great es 
that of the modern railway to the old 
stage coach. Again, it is evident from the 
Spuyten Duyvil accident that the system 
of signaling is still in a very crude state. 
Here were two express trains following one 
another with only a seven-minute interval. 
The first is disabled by a hot box, and of 
course in Eeven minutes finds itself within 
the time of the following train. Then 
a brakemau is sent back with a 
lantern 
to 
stop 
the coming 
ex­ 
press, and fails to do his work. 
It is evident that there ought to be a 
signal system so powerful and unmistaka­ 
ble that a coming train could be warned at 
least half a mile away. With the Westing­ 
house air brakes a train going at the rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour can be brought 
toa standstill in a distance of three hundred 
feet. It would seem therefore that the 
engineer of the Tarrytown express must 
have failed entirely to see the brakeman’s 
signal, and the presumption is that the 
careless brakeman did not go back a dis­ 
tance of two hundred yards. But what 
is required is a signal system which will 
protect the traveling public against the 
carelessness of railroad employes, and such 
a system can undoubtedly ba arranged 
with mechanical appliances. 
Of course 
there is always “ someone to blame ” in 
these accidents, bnt for the burning of 
railway care nowadays, from the upsetting 
of stoves and lamps, there is no valid ex­ 
cuse. That at least is a danger against 
which the public ought to bo effectually 
guarded, and if the companies will not 
take the necessary precautions of their own 
accord, the Legislature should compel them 
to do so. 
NOT TO SPEAK. 
J udge Cox has actually mustered reso­ 
lution to refuse Guiteau the privilege of 
closing the defense with that speech which, 
as he observes, “ reads like one of 
“ Cicero’s.” 
Upon this determination 
being made known to the prisoner he at 
once proceeded to abuse tke Court, and as 
usual with complete impunity. 
Judge 
Cox told his counsel that if they chose 
they might read from Guiteau’s speech 
anything which had pertinence, but it 
docs not appear probable that they will 
sufficiently appreciate the Ciceronian qual­ 
ities of the oration to make any use of it. 
No doubt the Court was right in refusing 
to let Guiteau speak. His speech would 
Kave been, if possible, a worse outrage 
upon deceBcy than his past conduct has 
been. It Í3 of course a heavy blow and a 
sore discouragement to him to have Iiíb 
eloquence thus suppressed, and he will 
naturally seek to compensate himself by 
interrupting everybody else as frequently 
as possible.

Tlic Cold Ware. 
Martsville, January 14th.—The weather 
has greatly moderated, and a comparatively 
mild temperature prevails to day. The cold 
snap has done r.o real ii-jnry to cropi. The 
check to the growth of wheat farmers regard 
os beneficial. 
G rass V alley , January 14th.—The ex­ 
ceedingly cold weather for the last few days 
has frozen ditches and flumes until mining 
has been somewhat suspended owing to the 
Jtater supply being choked off. 
Merced, January 14th.—The extreme cold 
weather still contiuues. Ice formed in tubs 
last night nearly three quarters of an inch 
thick. When the local train arrived here 
this morcirg, icicles had formed an the cyl­ 
inder, haugicg down nearly to the ground, 
acd the eupply-pipe ccnnectiD g the tank 
and boiler was frozen up. It is now calm, 
gunny and pleasant out of doors. 
S alin as C ity, January 14tb.—We are now 
having colder weather than baa been experi­ 
enced here in many years. All the plumbers 
in town ara kept busy in the day time repair­ 
ing the exposed waterpipes that the frost has 
burst during the night. On Thursday more- 
ing the summits of the Gabiian and Santa 
Lucia ranges of mountains were Covered with 
snow that had fallen during the previous 
night, and the snow has not yet entirely dis­ 
appeared. An old pioneer, who is a very 
close observer. Bays that he never knew a dry 
season to follow on the heals of such cold 
weather aa we are having at present. 
S.vs B uenaventura, January 14th.—The 
north and northeast gsda still continues, 
though apparently moderating. The sky is 
cloudles», except down toward the horizon.

A southeast wind has prevailed a.l day, and 
the ice has mostly disappeared from tbe 
pools, giving hope of warm weather and pos­ 
sibly rain.

E migrant Gap, January 15th.—For the 
last twenty-four hours the severest north 
wind of the season has been prevailing. The 
weather is now slightly warmer, but the 
streams acd ditches are still frozn. 
San Diego, January 15th.—The most not­ 
able storm within the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant bzgan Thursday morning at day 
light, with a fierce driving northeast bv east 
wind. Friday morning the entiie mountain 
ranges far into Mexico were white with snow 
to their base.

■tattle with the Indians In Sonora. 
Tom bstone, January 15th.—The Epitaph 
has just received a letter from Campas, ¡Se­ 
ñora. dated January 9th, giving the details of 
the last Indian battle near the Ysqui river. 
After the Indians had crossed the river Yaqni 
San Haripa, the troops took their trail and 
followed it for but a little distarce when it 
changed its course from south to east, in the 
direction of the Guaynope mountains. At a 
point near San Haripa the troops overtook 
the Indians, who were in ambush waiting for 
them, A desperate fight took place. The 
Indians bad all the advantage and could not 
be dislodged, and orders were given to retire. 
The troops lost in the fight five men killed 
and several wounded. Amocg the wounded 
was Don Francisco Valencia, one of the most 
influential citizens of .San Haripa. The Ii - 
dians were pursued no further by the troops, 
and at last accounts had reached Nucori, the 
town nearest the Guaynope mountains, where 
they had committed some slight depredations. 
General Otero left Operenra on Sunday, the 
8th, with the Sixth Battalion of regular 
troops, and about 250 of the National Guard 
from this district for San Haripa, where he 
will lie joined by 250 more of the National 
Guard from that district. From there he 
will proceed to Nucori, whore lie will estab­ 
lish his headquarters. Tho General^ planB 
are sure to famish the Indians from their 
strongholds in the mountains. General Otero 
has $20,000 to pay to the troopB and for 
subsistence, and 500 ot the latest improved 
Remington rifles, with pienty of ammunition. 
The correspondent fays Agent Tiffany, of 
San Carlos, may make arrangements to re­ 
ceive the Indians back upon the reservation, 
as the Mexican authorities are determined to 
drive them out of Sonora.

F o lso m P r is o n N o t e s .—The Folsom T r'e- 
'jraph has these items : 
Sansome, the pris­ 
oner who recently e-cepe 1 fiom the Folsom 
State Prison, when he was returned to that 
institution, related the particulars of his work 
on the cell floor and excavation of the sewer 
for his escap9 as follows : Ha commenced 
the work six months ago, taking advantage of 
the noise made iu locking the cells to drown 
the blows of his hammer. The exploring of 
the sewer was very difficult, as the air was 
very unwholesome, ani bívíral times he came 
out of the hole very sick ; neither was the 
penetrating of the sewer wall a light job, as 
he had to cut through nbont three feet of 
masonry. 
The eawiDg of the base of the win­ 
dow, he says, was done with a case-knife, and 
required two full nights and part of a third to 
accomplish it. 
He traveled across the sus­ 
pension bridge and struck out for Rosevil.'e, 
visiting Smartsvillo and Colfax before strik­ 
ing Marysville... .The entrance to the prison 
grounds is being improved by laying off an 
avenue past the houses built fcr occupation 
by the families of the guards. A handsome 
picket fence will inclose each building in lots 
75x175 feet....T he Folsom Water Power 
Company have employed 56 convicts during 
the pa-t week on their canal, and will require 
100 more next week, or as soon as the work 
opens sufficiently to find places to put them 
at labor.

The weather was more endurable yester­ 
day, the buu shone genially, and the attend­ 
ance at all the city churches was unusually 
large. 
It has been decided and was an­ 
nounced by the pastors that special gospel 
services will ba held in their respective 
churches during the coming week, and some 
of them will ba assisted by clergymen from 
surrounding towns. A large number of the 
recent converts 
united with the several 
churches at the forenoon service, and some 
of the churches will receive hereafter. 
UNITY IN D1VEESITT. 
At the Sixth-street M. E. Church, Rev. 
Mr. Dunn preached upon the subject of 
church unity, speaking from the words, 
“ That they all may ba one, as thou Father 
art in me and I in thee ; that they aho may be 
one in us that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent ma ”—John xvii, 21. This, 
said the Bptaker, is Christ’s prayer for His 
church in all ages. 
It was offered the 
enemy before His crucifixion. His eye ran 
along the coming 
centuries as he said, 
“ Neither pray I for these only, but for them 
also wliicn shall believe on me through 
their word.” 
The doctrine cf the text 
is the essential unity of Christ’s church 
and our duty to manitest it. 
The prayer contemplated a unity in divers­ 
ity. The speaker illustrated this from nature, 
which is God's elder revelation. 
Here ail 
unity is a unity in diversity. 
The “ day that 
uttereth speech, and the night that showeth 
knowledge,” declare unity but not uniform­ 
ity. 
He illustrated denominational unity by 
the rainbow.wilh its sevenfold beauty, blend­ 
ing yet distinct. What was this unity ? It 
was not intended to be a unity of church 
polity. 
Christ could easily have answered 
His own prayer by giving a government 
about which there could have been no con­ 
troversy. But He gave none. 
He complied 
with the forms of the Jewish church, to 
which He belonged, yet declared these old 
forms as unfit for the elastic epirit of His 
spiritual kingdom, as dried and shriveled 
sheep-skiu bottles were unfit for new wine 
that had not yet fermented. He ever pro­ 
claimed the spirituality of His kingdom, and 
then ascended into heaven without leaving a 
church polity. Christianity is a life, not a 
dogma, not an ecclesiastic ism. It is the life 
of divine love in the soul; “ Christ in you, 
the hope of glory.” “ Not meat or drink,” 
that is outward observance, “ but rightesus- 
ness, peace and joy in the Holy Ghost,” and 
this life was left to take on a form suited to 
the age and circumstances. God’s people 
have been sue in ali ages ; yet how about the 
church of Abel and of Enoch, who walked 
with God ar.d was translated 7 How different 
the forms of Jewish worship to ours, yet 
Moses, Isaiah aud Daniel were members of 
Christ’s church. 
The speaker declared it wa3 not a unity of 
dogmatic theology, and that a saved sinner 
and a theologian differed r.s much as a conva­ 
lescing patient and a physician. Christianity 
was a fact, not a theory. Scientists are con­ 
stantly differing on theory, but this dce3 not 
unsettle the great facts of Nature. The 
wave theory of sound has stood for 2,500 
years, since the days of Fhytagaros, and, be­ 
hold ! now it has been hopelessly f hattered, 
and in three years will n; t, probably, be 
taught iu a college of the land; yet men 
bear 
just 
as well as ever. 
A theory 
of the atonement 
has 
nothing to do 
with 
the 
fact 
that 
Jesus 
is 
a 
Savior. 
Men are saved first and study 
theology after. 
Men differ in their idiosyn­ 
crasies and cannot possibly tee truth exactly 
alike. Men differ about the most familiar 
objects of nature. The man of 50 does not 
see things as when a lad. The boast of Ro­ 
manism is a philosophical absurdity and a 
historical fallacy. 
Rome has had her sects. 
The Jesuits were continually at variance 
with the Dominicans, Benedeciir.es and other 
orders, 
and 
almost 
ruined 
them, 
es­ 
pecially 
the 
Benedectines. 
What 
is 
this 
union? 
The 
vine 
with 
its 
different branches answers that question. 
Each branch receives the same life. Christ’s 
people are in all the churches. Thousands in 
the Papal Church have this life, and others 
who are connected with no visible church— 
seeds that have fallen over the wall. It is not 
a safe place to be, and we would have them 
come in the ir.closure. The speaker dwelt 
upon the words, “ that the world may be­ 
lieve that Thou hast sent me,” and ths duty 
of the churches to manifest their unity to the 
world as they had during the union meetings, 
declaring that the hearts of true Christians 
were better than their heads, and expressing 
his supreme contempt for that spirit of 
bigotry which sought to magnify rather than 
minify denominational differences for the sole 
purpose of proselyting. Ha affirmed that 
some of the distinctive features of denomina- 
tionalism had their origin in a past much 
darker intellectually and spiritually than the 
present, and were now like barnacles on the 
ship of Zion, tending to impede her progress. 
Sectarian bigotry bad been for centuries the 
bane of the church, and would continue to 
be, until men learned more and more that 
“ with 
the heart 
man 
believeth 
unto 
righteousness, and with the mouth con­ 
fession is made unto salvation,” and not 
as with some, that with the head men swear 
fidelity to intellectual propositions that they 
do not understand, aud with the mouth fight 
it out on that polemical line if it takes ali the 
summer of life. The sermon was before the 
communion, and he said Jesus instituted the 
Bnpper by first washing the disciples’ feet and 
then they all reclined while they partook; 
but now the ceremony of feet-washing was 
dispensed with, and some partook of the ele­ 
ments kneeling ar.d others sitting. This was 
right. 
We are to follow Christ in ths spirit 
and not in the letter of outward observance, 
for then we must necessarily all be Jews. 
Following in this spirit, the speaker said 
that the uuion meetings just closed should 
have been concluded by all the churches com­ 
ing together to the Lord’s table.

Dr. Anderson, at the Seventh-street M. E.

Matthew says, “ a certain 
ruler.” He had charge of the synagogue; 
arranged its service, and was, no doubt, held 
in high repute. He bore a sad message to 
Jesus: “ My daughter is even now dead.” or 
is dying. He believed Jesus could heal her. 
His fame as a miracle-worker had spread 
everywhere, l ’erhaps Jairns had seen per­ 
sons whom He bad healed. Iu physical death i 
there is the absence cf the spirit. Death, as 
Been by us, is only the shadow of a deeper 
and more terrible reality—spiritual death, 
which consists in a total deprivation cf the 
presence of God, 
“ Dead in sins and in tres­ 
passes.” What Jaims said of his daughter is 
true cf all—dead to God, holiness and purity. 
That our daughters—that all—may be raised 
to spiritual life, we must go to Jesus. J ainjs’ 
importunities were successful. Two things 
in his prayer strike us : L His humility. He 
worshiped Jesus. 2. His faith. The healing 
of his daughter was conditioned npon faith— 
“ Only believe.” The salvation of the world 
depends 
largely 
upon 
the 
faith 
of 
God’s people. 
We 
must 
tike 
sinners 
upon 
our 
hearts 
and 
carry 
them 
into the presence of our High Priest. 
When Jesus went into the house to raise the 
daughter, he expelled the mourners, hired 
minstrels, and allowed only the parents and 
Peter, James and John, the flower and crown 
of the apostolic band, to remain. 
“It is not 
meet to take the children's bread and give it 
to dogs.” 
Those hired mourners were too 
sensual to appreciate the great miracle. Ths 
apostolic triumvirate conld ¡ thá parents 
could. Their eyes had been opened. They 
weie in sympathy with Jesus.

lished iu Christian faith and purpose. They 
have t»kea position, and with the ortrnary 
h4p and grace of God their Christian life. i* 
assu-ed. 
But there are other souls in which 
the Divine Spirit has wr -ught that have to: 
como out in the clear light 
Their salvation 
i . me mp’ete. These fragments of the Div-in- 
w rk are of rare worth. They are incomplete 
stages of the redemption of the soul by the 


Holy Spirit, the possibilities, net the certain­ 
ties, of a growing Christian life, and the 
feeble beginnings cf what by care and help 
may become the propagating agencies of the 
gospel. 
But Christ employs his people to 
gather them up, and if they do not do it, they 
will many of them remain scattered in our 
homes, in the Sabbath- cuool, and through 
the city, and may spiritually came to naught.

— Sergeant Barwick re­ 
ported last evening : “ This morning was the 
coldest of the season, the minimum record 
being 29°, between 8 and 8:30 A. M. The cold­ 
est before was on December 23d, when it was 
30 9°. The report from Sau Diego came to­ 
day, and reaches hack to last night at 8:02 p. 
M., when the rainfall was .57 of an inch, 
which, added to tho thunder storm of the 
12th instant, mr.de 2 10 inches, with thirty- 
two hours more to hear from.” S. II. Gerrish 
makes the following statement in regard to 
the weather : “ The thermometer at 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning was down to 24°—S’ below 
freezing point. There was not much white fra.?’, 
as the air is very dry. lee formed on vessels 
of water out of doors to a thickness of s vec- 
sixteenths of an inch, and which did ^ not 
thaw in the shade during the day. This is 
the coldest this season, and the coldest since 
November 15, 1S80. when the thermometer 
was down to 18°—14° below freezing point. 
Last night at 7 o’clock the temperature was 
at 87°, and ice had already began to form, 
with a good prospect < f a very low temper­ 
ature in the morning. Freezing at that tom- 
peratnre is accounted fcr by the extremely 
rapid evaporation from the condition of the 
air. So far no damage cf consequence has 
resulted to tropical vegetation, as the ground 
was dampened by tho early rains, which re­ 
sisted the influence cf the north wind, and 
probably the damage will be very slight, if 
any, this season,"

A HARO 
CASE. 


An account has already been given of the 
desertion by Dennis Kearny cf bis wife and 
five children at Oakland, leaving them in a 
destitute condition ; his elopement with a 
young woman from Vallejo; their ariest at 
BakereGeld and return to this city ; his denial 
that he had a wife at Oakland : the voluntary 
return of the giil with her mother from here 
to her home ; Nearny’s being sent to t allej i 
for trial; Mrs. Nearny’e coming here after 
she had gone to see whether it was really her 
husband, and her following him to Vatlejj. 
Chief Karcher was present when she arrived 
there, and after hearing her statement ac­ 
companied her and her litt.e girl, who is 
about two and a half years old, to the jail 
where Nearny was. The ChLf slates that 
when the cell d lor was opened, and the little 
girl taw her father, she threw up her hands 
ia delight and started to run toward him, call- 
irg him “ Papa, Paps,” but he turned imme­ 
diately and walked away to some other priaon- 
tis, and pretended that he did not know 
either bis wife or little girl and had never 
seen them btfore. Mrs. Nearny was very 
much broken-down from this baseness and 
informed the Chief that she had the certifi­ 
cate of their marriage at her house in Oak­ 
land. 
_ 
After having the examination set for 
Saturday, he paid the deserted wife’s fare to 
her home, as she is left penniless, and accom­ 
panied her to procure the certificate of mar­ 
riage as evidence in the case. Arriving at 
Oakland thev first went to a house where 
four of her children had been left during her 
absence, and as Boon as they saw their 
mother they exclaimed, " It is not papa 
that did it, is it? ” 
The mother replied. 
“ Yes, 
it is,” 
and throwing 
a 
photo­ 
graph of him down upon a table said, 
“ There is your father.” The oldest girl 
caught it up and was about to tear it iu two, 
when the Chief stopped her, as it might 
be 
needed hereafter. 
They then went 
to tho place which thiy call their home. 
It is a low, one-room hovel, about 10x12 feat 
dimensions, and located in the tide marsh. 
The Chief described it as the worst looking 
specimen of poverty he ever saw for the home 
of a man, or the family of a man who 
made himself as public as Nearny did during 
his leadership in that city of the “ sandlot” 
element. The only furnishings in the house 
were a small cook stove (which she had neatly 
blacked), a dilapidated small table, and an 
old chair without a back. Upon one side 
of the room was a bunk, about five feet wide, 
built against the wall, and over it another 
about three feet wide. These were the sleep­ 
ing apartments for the seven—before Nearny 
subtracted himself from the number. The en­ 
tire housekeeping outfit was completed by a 
small cupboard on the wall, where were a tew 
dishes. 
Upon looking for the marriage certificate 
she found it was missing, and exclaim-d as 
with new surprise, and as if she had discov­ 
ered deeper plans of his guilt, “ My husband 
has taken that before he left!” She stated, 
however, that she could procure evidence cf 
their marriage by writing to England, and 
arrangements to so procure evidence npon the 
subject were made. 
The Chief then, finding that the family 
were destitute of even a morsel of food, gave 
them sufficient money to procure the necessi­ 
ties of ths day, and then went, accompanied 
by Captain Fletcher, to the Chairman cf the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors of 
tho 
county, 
wbo 
promised 
to 
examine 
the 
case 
and bring it before (he Board to-day. Tho 
Chief then returned to this city, and having 
prucured a warrant for Ncarny’s arrest for 
adultery, sent officer Arlington to Vallejo on 
Saturday morning. Nearny was brought be­ 
fore a magistrate at 10 A. M.. for examination 
upon a charge of bigamy, but was released 
upon motion of Assistant District Attorn v 
Lambert, as there was no evidence of .’a 
having again married. Immediately unou 
his being discharged he was a: rested by cffi r r 
Arlington for adultery, and brought to this 
city for trial, as ho came here and put up ata 
hoiel immediately after their elopement. 
Mrs. Nei.ruy informed Chief K.archer, while 
at Oakland. thatNearnv hadlOOshsresof Ci 1- 
ifornia mining 6tock. When he was brought 
here on ¡Saturday evening he was searcted 
for it, but it was not found, and he claimed 
to have left it e.t Oakland. 
Ytsterday an­ 
other search was made, and it was f.iuud in 
his hat under the lining. The shares are 
worth about $40 at present. Wht n found 
the Chief asked him if he kr.ew what he was 
going to do with it, and receiving no reply, 
told him he was going to send it to his wife 
to buy bread for bis children. Thia m ade 
him very angry, and he replied to the Chief 
that if he did he would hold him responsible 
aad make him suffer the consequences. Mrs. 
Nearny says her husband has not purchased 
her a dress in ten years, aud has only let her 
have $20 for support of her family in four 
months. He is said to be a first-class machin­ 
ist, and could have steady employ either 
with the railroad or elsewhere, at from S3 to 
§4 per day. and does have such wages-when­ 
ever he will work, but that be ¡3 constitu­ 
tionally lazy and prefers sand-lot politics to 
lobar, and devotes his energies accordingly. 
He had a letter in his possession when ar­ 
rested from Congressman H. F. Page, written 
a few days’ since from Washington, by which 
it appears that Nearny has been promised 
and is expecting through him the appoint­ 
ment of foreman of the Government boiler 
works at Mare Island, and in which Nearny 
is informed that be (Page) can do nothing for 
him until che new Secretary of the Navy has 
been appointed.

W asbixgtok, 
January 14th. — Guiteau 
oneueU the d a j’s proceedings with the follow­ 
ing : “ I received thirty checks yesterday, 
t 'U' e-fcctinp about SID.OOO. 
Some of them 
are worthies], ar.d many are no doubt good. 
1 don’t want any one to Fend me woitklos* 
checks. 
I do my own banking basinets, and 
my checks should be made out to my order. 
Any one who desires to send mo money can do 
sc, b a t I don’t want eyiyi worthless checks.” 
Seoville addressed the Coart, stating that 
he desired to know whether the prisoner 
would be allowed to speak in his own defense. 
If the Court proposed to accord him th st 
privilege, both he (4coville) and Reed should 
prefer that he should sjresk first. 
G uiteau—I want to be heard on th at ques­ 
tion, you Honor. 
I want to cloee the argu­ 
m ent for the defense. 
I wouldn’t trust my 
ease in the hands of the best lawyer in Am er­ 
ica. 
KOT ALLOWED TO SPEAK. 
Judge Cox—I should be loth in a capital 
ease to deny any man a proper opportunity to 
be heard, even if he is represented by coun­ 
sel ; but in this case it is safe to assume that 
the prisoner will abuse the privilege, as he 
has done all through the trial, and that what 
he would Bay would Ire highly improper to go 
before the jury. 
I shell therefore rieny him 
the privilege, as I said yesterday. 
However, 
if his counsel desire to reed from his manu­ 
script enything which they deem proper to 
be laid before the jury, they cun do so. 
_ 
Guiteau protested that he appeared as his 
own counsel, and claimed the right as an 
American citizen to be heard in his own case. 
Finding that Judge Cox could not be 
moved, he shouted : 
“ L et tho record show 
th at I appear here as my own counsel, and 
th at I taka exception to ycur ruling, Judge 
Cox. 
I shall appeal to tho American people, 
ard they will overrule ycu, and yon will go 
down to futura ages with a black stain upon 
yonr name." 
Judge Cox made no rep'y to this tirade, 
but simply nodded to Iieed to begin his argu­ 
ment. 
reed's argument. 
Reed then arose to address the jury on be- 
halt of the pri'ouer. 
He commenced by 
paying a compliment to the j try for the seti 
oneness, solemnity and care which had ch r- 
acietiaed 
it 
during 
this 
long trial—a 
trial 
nuparalleled 
in 
the 
history 
of 
criminal jurisprudence. 
He should not en­ 
deavor to moke auy statem ent of the evidence, 
i t to draw a gilded picture in any sense, but 
fce would simply talk with them as between 
Dtlghhors. 
Davidge, counsel for the pro3ecu 
tion, had occupied two days in addressing 
the jury, and thateffo-t and the consumption 
of time on bij part showed the grave appre 
hension felt by the prosecution lest something 
might have appeared in the case which would 
make the jury say, “ This poor man was a 
lunatic, and irresponsible." 
lief.,re Reed bad been speaking half an 
hour Guiteau’* interruptions became frequent. 
He contradicted, commented and made wick­ 
ed comparisons. Heed alluded to the evidence 
of John Guiteau. 
The prisoner said, de­ 
spairingly, “ Well, lie ain’t my reference. 
I ve got better men than he is for my refer­ 
ence. 
The prisoner denied the evidence al­ 
luded to by R ed th at he struck hie father at 
the table, and said th at he '.vas a peaceable 
man and did not fight. 
It ha didn’t like one 
he told them to get out. and that settled it. 
Re d said th at probably the prisoner forgot 
th a t act. 
G uiteau—That's owing to my poor weak 
niind and disordered intellect. 
I!?cd said Judge Porter had said that Gui- 
teau had struck his fu’her on the back, while 
the evidence says he struck him on the neck 
or sin ulder. 
Ravi ge—Don’t “ go back ” on the wilness. 
Reed failed to s-'e the pun, but Guiteau 
ca’led attention to it, b'D sa il th at it wtuld 
requite a n icroecope to see it.

Referring to the difficulty 
experienced by the def n-.e in securing wit­ 
nesses, Colonel Reed said : “ You can never 
know, gentlemen, how hard it has been toget 
people to come here and tell what they knew 
They would rather listen to the cry, * Crucify 
him ,’ than come here and tell what they 
know to save this poor man frora the gallows, 
and the Government from the disgrace of 
executing an insana man.” 
Guiteau shouted : “ The Government men 
w ant me convicted, General A rthur don’t 
w ant me convicted, and I ain’t going to be, 
probably.” 
During the course of the argument the 
prisoner broke in : “ I am going to have my 
-petch published in all the papers of Amer­ 
ica, and then I am going to ask your Honor 
to read it, and then I will discuss the ques­ 
tion as to whether 1 shall deliver it to the 
Jury ; then I think your Honor will allow me 
to deliver i t " 
IK CONCLUSION 


Reed said: “ Gentlemen of the jury—You all 
said when you were sworn that you would be 
governed bv the evidei.ee aDd stand a p to it 
without regard to the effect it might have 
upon yon and your business. 
I adjure you 
keep th at oath, falter not in the perform­ 
ance of th at duty, which shall save yon 
and this fair Isnd from eternal disgrace.

He replied, “ Well, I don’t take any stock 
ia Seoville’* theory, or Reed’s either, and I 
should not like to trust my defense to either 
of them.

W hat th e Coukt Sa id.—In a charge 
to the G rand Ju ry of Yazoo county, M iss., 
on the 2Sth n i t , -Judge Calhoun suggest­ 
ively sx ij th a t for 
six 
years he had 
charged the G rand Juries in this district 
ten tim es cash year, and had said, and was 
still cf the game opinion, th a t no man, not 
even the Judge or foreman of th e jury, 
had any assurance, so far as the protection 
afforded by the law is concerned, th a t upon 
leaving the C onrt house his brains would 
no t be blown out and the perpetrator of 
th e deed go unpunished. 
If the culprit 
was a man of w ealth and influence, the 
chances were seven ont of ten th a t the law 
would not be enforced ; if a poor, iusivniti- 
cant man, the law would be as grossly vio­ 
lated the other way aud a mob would bang 
him . 
In either case the effect was the 
sam e—a total disregard of the law.
